Tbie Agency does not bare a fence in the area under consideration for a soccer 
field nor plan to more one. We are planning to erect a security fence around cur 
a me area* however, a a soon as tea transfer I* official. Also, this Agency ha® had 
no responsibility for fence* In the former Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) 
era which was recently acquired by the National fhrk Service (NP5). It is under - 
•teed from artier discussions with David Ritchie, Superintendent, George Waahfogtoa 
Materia! Parkway, National Capital Park Service, NFS, that tela land will be treated 
as a expansion of tee Tbrkey Fun park and picnic area by tee NFS. In this sew NFS 
era. tee only fencing with which tee Agency ha# been involved Is a cation which runs 
west from tee FHWA Fate 19$ road entrance end parallel to Koate 193. This fence 
wet pvt up in order to deter any undesirable entrance onto and use of the BAA base- 
ball di a ma nte and fields, la March 1969 SAA evaded over $2,900 for fencing and 
great a tee access road and later another $210 tor fence signs, since this fence 
would still serve a ueefol purpose to tee NFS, it is set conceivable that they would 
wish to take It down or move It at this time.
